After dinner at the Gifu Hotel, we climbed down a steep 
embarkment to a waiting boat where we had to take off our shoes, 
аз there were mats on the bottom of the boat. The river wa 
full of pleasure boats waiting for the commandant Fishing to 
begin, There were many natives in boats who had eaten their 
supper out on the water, and there was a large barge full of color- 
ful dancing girls who performed as we were waiting. Fireworks 
were going off all around us, and our guide bought some for us 
to shoot. It was the only time on our trip that we saw any Oriental 
people laughing and acting as we would in the United States 
on a picnic or similar excursion. This form of fishing dates back 
1.000 years, As it grew dark we could heart the shouts of the 
fishermen, There is isherman, two oarsmen and a 
younger fisherman on each boat, There is a large basket in front 
of the boat with lighted pine torches in it.The Cormorant birds 
with cords attached to rings around their necks are lowered into 
the water until all twelve of them are frantically searching for 
a delicious f ош.

Again we went by train and motor coach to Ise, where we 
transferred to the ferry to Mikimoto Pearl Island, the famous 
place where cultured pearls are prepared, The girl divers wear 
short white uniforms with long sleeves and white turbans, Large 
wicker baskets float on the surface as the girls dive down for 
oysters, which grow wild on the bottom of the ocean. A girl 
learns to dive at a very early age, and when she is sixteen years 
old, is sent down the coast to Wagu for training. Women make 
much better divers than men, and can go on doing this in some 
ses until they are seventy years old. Women can hold their 
breath longer than men and have an extra layer of fat under 
the skin. They work all year long, usually as а husband-wife | 
team. She has a long rope attached to her waist and a 600 lb 
weight, Four or five knives are in her belt. Usually she^works 
only four or five hours a day. For centuries people tried to im- 
prove on nature and make oysters produce perfect pearls, but 


3,000 factories around the island of Ago Bay using the seeding 
process devised by Mikimoto in 1908 that turns out pearls by 
the million, We walked thru buildings of marvelous pearl dis- 
plays, and watched а girl open а two year old oyster about 44 
inch and insert a piece of irritant, which is a pit of clam shell 
from the Mississippi river, and also a small piece of live mem- 
brane. The combination of these two produce a pearl within 
three to five years, Out in the bay were numerous anchored 
rafts that supported the pearl-oyster crop which are kept under 
the surf; of the er. The odds are high that the oyster will 
aot produce a perfect pearl, Many things can go wrong, 

as typhoons, parasites, and the red tide. About half of t 
oysters will produce pearls good enough to sell, The pearls must 
be harvested when the 
desired silky sheen. We girls sitting with bowls of 
assorted pearls before them, and as fast as the eye could move, 
they were sorting them as to color and size. There were hampers 
of discarded pearls of odd shapes and colors that we were told 
would be ground up for fertilizer. Other girls were drilling the
